Liquidator Abandons Ac- 
tion of Old Board of Su- 
pervisors Under Ralph 
Law to Collect $56,121. 


Holders of unpaid warrants of the 
old Lemay Ferry Sewer District, 
organized under the Ralph law be- 
fore any sewers were built, may 
find themselves holding the bag as 
a resu't of dismissal today in Cir- 
court at Clayton of a mandamus 


suit to compel collection of an addi- 
tional 19-cent levy on each 100 
square feet in the district. 

The suit to compel Collector Ben- 
son to collect the tax had been filed 
by the Board of Supervisors of the 
district. It was dismissed by John 
E. Mooney, head of the Taxpayers’ 
Protective Association, which ob- 
tained repeal of the Ralph law, 
'and attorney for William Tegethoff, 
‘liquidator who replaced Boards of 
Supervisors in all county sewer dis- 
tricts formed under the Ralph law. 

The levy would have cost taxpay- 
ers of the district $56,121.44, in addi- 
tion to $29,537 which they already 
have been assessed for preliminary 
| plans for sewers that never were 
| built. The previous assessment was 

10 cents on each 190 square feet. 
Mooney contends this is the maxi- 
mum -whicn may be levied for pre- 
liminary expenses.

Proposal for Unification. 
Bishops of the Episcopal Church 
this week will discuss the proposed 
confirmation of the Right Rev, 
John Torok of Eau Claire, Wiss 
Bishop of the Eastern Orthodox 
Church.

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DOWN COME THE RATES. 

The extent to which the public utilities are on the 
defensive in the United States is indicated by the 
widespread reductions in rates. Scarcely a day passes 
but the rate comes down somewhere. Two recent in- 
stances are Cincinnati, where users of electricity have 
been able to save from 26 to 39 per cent on their 
electric bills, and Akron, O., where average rates 
have gone down from 5.037 cents per kilowatt hour 
to 3.91 cents per kilowatt hour. 

The depression is, of course, responsible to a great 
degree for rate reductions. Utility rates have been 
higher than the people could pay. They went up in 
boom times, and it has been difficult to get them 
down in hard times. As a matter of fact, it was the 
struggle to get rates reduced that resulted in the 
breaking down of rate regulation. The utilities had 
immense resources. They had the advantage of de- 
cisions by the United States Supreme Court. One 
of their favorite devices was to go into the Federal 
courts over the heads of the states. 

But the depression has had an ally in this good 
work. It is the utility policy of the Government. 
The reductions at Cincinnati and Akron may be di- 
rectly traced to the Tennessee Valley project. For 
more than 10 years, the utilities successfully resisted 
the effort to make the great hydro-electric plant at 
Muscle Shoals what it has now become. Both Mr. 
Coolidge and Mr. Hoover vetoed the Muscle Shoals 
hill-upon the score that it would put the Government 
into competition with private business. 

The end is not yet. The Government is also build- 
ing other great hydro-electric plants in the North- 
west.: More and more communities are building and 
operating their own plants. Had the utilities been 
satisfied with fair profits, had they not resorted to

T HERE have been 


recurring periods of 


friction between the United States and 
Japan, due to two chief causes: (1) 
racial issues, especially the California anti- 


Oriental legislation and the so-called ‘Jap- 
anese exclusion” provision of the Immigra- 
tion Act of 1924; and (2) a conflict of poli- 
cies over China. 

This conflict regarding China has been, 
and still is, the chief cause of difficulty. To 
the American people it has seemed that Ja- 
pan has frequently ridden roughshod over 
the Open Door policy and the integrity of 
China, and has therefore violated the treaty 
rights of the United States. To the Japanese, 
however, the United States has appeared to 
interfere with Japanese rights and to block 
the legitimate expansion of their economic 
and political interests. 

It was consequently natural that when the 
Japanese began their military advance in 
Manchuria, in September, 1931, there should 
have been a fundamental difference between 
the views of the United States and Japan re- 
garding it. The American Government, how- 
ever, while it expressed its concern directly 
to Japan, and stated that the situation 
brought into question the provisions of the 
Nine-Power Treaty and the Kellogg-Briand 
Pact, followed in the main the leadership 
of the League of Nations, which had at 
once taken jurisdiction of the dispute. 

Although it was the League of Nations 
which continuously insisted that Japan 
should withdraw its troops from the main 
parts of Manchuria, and which finally voted 
an official condemnation of Japan's action, 
Japan's resentment appeared to be particu- 
larly against the United States. 
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This attitude was strengthened by the ac- 
tion of the American Government in sending 
its entire battle fleet to the Pacific—an ac- 
tion decided upon, however, before Sept. 18, 
1931; by the plans for increased naval con- 
struction, although well within the limits of 
the existing naval treaties: by American as- 
sistance to China in such ways as the cotton 
and wheat loan in 1933: and by the allegedly 
large American financial interest in Chinese 
aviation. American recognition of the Soviet 
Government in November, 1933, was also re- 
sented in Japan, but this feeling was tem- 
pered by the announcement from Washing- 
ton that the American battle fleet would 
shortly be withdrawn to the Atlantic. 

The Japanese Government and people ap- 
pear to be convinced that Japan, due to its 
efficiency and strength, its great interests 
in China and its position in Eastern Asia, is 
the only Power able to deal intelligently 
with the problems arising in the Far East. 
They have accordingly practically demanded 
that the United States and other Western 
states grant them a free hand. The United 
States, however, as well as the other leading 
States, believes that there would be neither 
equity nor reason in consenting to a Japa- 
nese “guardianship” over China.

The statutory exclusion of the Japanese by 
the Immigration Act of 1924, except for ex- 
ermpted classes, occasioned a deep sense of 
injury among the Japanese. A movement to 
place Japanese on the national origins quota, 
which would permit a relatively few to enter 
each year—less than 200—was gaining 
strength on the Pacific coast before Sep- 
tember, 1931. Should general relations be- 
tween the United States and Japan show a 
marked improvement, there would be a pos- 
sibility that the quota basis micht be sub- 
stituted for exclusion. Such a change would 
be especially gratifying to the Japanese. 
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These conflicts in policy, and the consequent 
popular irritation in Japan, have caused the 
usual war talk common under such circum- 
Stances. In Japan, especially in certain mil- 
itary circles, there appears to be a measure 
of genuine fear that the United States will 
take military action. Gen. Araki, recently 
leader of the military group, stated publicly 
that the Japanese naturally regard the Unit- 
ed States as their potential enemy on the 
sea. Such statements are typical of many 
utterances of military and nationalistic 
speakers and writers. Pamphlets and arti- 
cles during the past year have discussed the 
possibility of war with America, and this 
has naturally produced some reverberations 
in this country, especially on the Pacific 
coast. 

But the talk of war is-greater than the 
danger of war. Americans realize that neither 
our Government nor our people have the 
slightest intention or desire to start a war 
against Japan, although they do wish Japan 
to respect American rights in the Far East 
based on international law and treaties. It 
is evident, also, that neither the Japanese 
Government nor the Japanese people as a 
whole wish war with the United States. 

For Japan to precipitate such a war would 
be “worse than a crime: it would be a blun- 
der.” It would, first of all, offer a tempta- 
tion to Soviet Russia to occupy Manchuria. 
If Japan should win the war, it would ob- 
tain—bankruptcy, Manchuria and a free 
hand in China. But it has Manchuria now, 
and no American military forces are oper- 
ating against Japan in China. What is the 
use of fighting the United States? If Japan 
should be defeated—which is more probable 
—it would be completely crushed economic- 
ally and financially, and would lose its in- 
fluence in China, probably Manchuria and 
possibly Korea as well. It clearly would not 
pay Japan to risk a war with the United 
States. |

Hadassah Organization to Raise 
$400,000 for the Hospital 
and School.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Co-op- 
eration with the American Jewish 
Physicians’ Committee in the build- 
ing of a medical center and grad- 
uate School of Medicine in Pales- 


tine was voted yesterday by Had- 
assah, women’s Zionist organiza- 
tion. The organization decided to 
conduct a campaign to raise $400,- 
000 for.the hospital and school, to 
be named the Rothschild-Hadassah 
University Hospital. 

Dr. J. Golub, a director of the 
Beth Israel Hospital, New York, 
and Dr. Nathan Ratneff, president 
of the American Jewish Physci- 
ans’ Committee, said the first build- 
ing to be constructed would be a 
200 to 250-bed hospital.

The new medi- 
cal center is to be built on Mount 
Scopus, Jerusalem, near the He- 
brew University, which is to direct 
the research and graduate teaching 
while Hadassah administers the 
hospital.

Way to Reduce 


Exercise as Aid Depends on 
Circumstances — Drugs 
Are Dangerous.

A ceessity of reducing weight, in 

the course of time will follow 
will-o’-the-wisps and false prophets. 
Except in a few i) dividual cases, it 
is certain that th:re is only one 
way to do it, and that is unfortun- 
ately by intelligent hard work. 

Of the various drugs that have 
been used for the purpose, none can 
be recommended except under the 
care of a physician, and even then 
none are entirely without danger. 
The new drug which produced such 
a furore last year, dinitrophenol, 
was found, when used on an exten- 
sive scale, to have a very definite 
element of danger. Under any cir- 
cumstances its method of opera- 
tion was not very’ much different 
from that of dieting, except that it 
worked at the other end of the 
scale. It burned the food up faster 
than normal. In fact, its action 
was exactly the same as exercise, 
except that it operated more rapid- 
ly. 

Thyroid extract, which is the ac 
tive ingredient in many reducing 
tablets. is certainly effective and 
considerably less dangerous than 
dinitrophenol. In certain individuals 
whose overweight is due to lack of 
thyroid secretion it, of course, oper- 
ates well, but under any circum- 
stances it is liable to cause nervous- 
ness, sleeplessness, and to have an 
overstimulating effect upon the 
heart. 

Such methods of treatment as 
‘baths, massage and the use of saits 
‘internally, are not effective except 
'when combined with diet and exer- 
cise.
